"We are not withdrawing troops in- 


discriminatingly nor are we indifferent 
to the gravity of the problem. The 
household cavalry has come home be- 
cause heavy cavalry is practically use- 
less. The infantry too is of compara- 
tively small service. 


"We rely upon two things to brinlgr 


about peace. First the transformation, 
so far as It is possible, of all British 
troops in the disturbed districts into 
mobile cavalry and mounted infantry; 
second, through the establishment of a 
police force. 


"Until the latter gets irf working or- 


der even the cavalry will not be able 
to accomplish much. The police force 
should be similar to the Irish constabu 
lary. only all men to be mtmnted. 
When that body is organized-I believe 
a change will quickly come over the 
situation."

States government the exclusive rikht 
to construct and operate the canal be.

Nicaragua is also to rid herself of

He says he has always un- 
derstood that little or no rain falls in the 
western part of the state, but that this 
~western Kansas man is telling a story 
about ten inches of rain falling in half 
an hour and wants to know if there is 
any truth in the statement. We have not 
kept track of all the rains that have fall- 
en in western Kansas and of course can- 
not say as to the particular fall of mois- 
ture to which the man from Kansas re- 
fers. 


We might say, however, that if the im- 


pression prevails in the effete east that 
it never rains in western Kansas it is a 
serious error. It is true that there are 
spells of drought when 
for several 


months there will not be sufficient moib- 
ture fall to wet a '2 cent postage stamp, 
but when it gets ready to rain out there 
the bottom seems to fall out of the sky. 


The story is told of a man who was 


driving over the divide north of Dodge 
City when one of the showers came up. 
He was riding a buckboard, which has a 
bottom made by fastening the cleats be- 
tween the axles, with spaces of half an 
inch between the cleats. The water fell 
so fast that it could not run through the 
bottom of the buckboard as fast as it 
fell. 
Rushing down the side of the di- 


vide, thp water struck a barb wire fence 
and dammed up untii the water ran over 
the wire OJL the fence. This was because 
the rain came so fast that it couldn't get 
through between the wires of the fence.

It might seem as though the care of a 


string of pearJs was a very simple mat- 
ter, and yet the possessors of these pre- 
cious gems aie ofteu heard bewailing 
some misfortune that has happened. 


"Naturally I was three-quarters of an 


hour late to dinner the other evening," 
one woman said. "My string of pearls 
broke just as I was clasping it around 
my neck." 


"The being late is immaterial, but did 


you find them all?" she was asked. 


"No," the speeker continued, "there 


were 73 on the string, and five of them 
have slipped away, I fear never to be 
recoveiecl, as every crevice and spot in 
the room has apparently been searched 
into. Perhaps I have been a little care- 
less about not having them restrung 
often enough." 


As a fact, pearls should be unfailingly 


restruug every three months, or they 
cannot be worn \\ith security. The heavy j 
silken cord that is generally used to 
string them appears to be the only thing 
that will give them the suppleness that 
adds so much to their charm, and it ib 
only when this coid is new that it ib 
equal to the not inconsiderable weight of 
the pearls. 
As soon as in places it 


begins to fray it is only a question of 
time before one of these weak spots will 
break and let fall the precious stones. 


Since the very long strings have been 


worn this accident has not been an un- 
frequent occurrence in ballrooms, and 
last winter n commotion was caused in 
the hallway of an opera house simply by 
the breaking of one of these silken cords. 


AH a precaution and to keep them from 


swinging many women when dancing 
fasten their pearla to the front of their 
bodices with a brooch, or if the string is 
long enough they wind them about their 
wrists. It is a most reckless habit to 
twirl them nervously about the fingers 
nnd to make a plaything of them, for it 
must nocussarily hasten the fraying of 
the cord. The cost of having a string of 
perhaps 50 pearls restrung at a reliable 
house is about 75 cents or $1, nnd surely 
considering the comfort it brings the 
money is well expended.—New York Sun.

Had to Be Educated For Their 
Tault — Over a Hmndred Women 
KiraweratorB Rendered Excellent 
Service—Many Interevtlmc Result*. 
By the csnsus taken last year tha 


population of Cuba is placed at 1,572,- 
797, a decrease of 58,840 in the 12 years 
Biuctj the last previous census was 
taken. The process of taking the cen- 
sus was interesting and is set forth in 
General ganger's report to the war de- 
partment dated Aug. 20 of this year, 
says the New York Suo. It was de- 
cided by the secretary of war that, as 
the census was for the Cubans prima- 
rily, they themselves should take it un- 
der competent guidance, so that, as 
General Sanger points out, it Is a cen- 
BUS of Cuba by the Cubans. There may 
be defects In it, but it is the "opinion 
of the people of Cuba and of the ex- 
pert statisticians who have been an- 
alyzing the figures that they bear tha 
Impress of honest work." 


It was necessary to educate almost 


the entire corps of officials. The su- 
pervisors of the six provinces were 
brought to Washington and Instructed 
for a week in the work which they 
were to manage. On their return they 
instructed their deputies and selected 
enumerators, who in turn instructed 
the others. The census was taken very 
rapidly. General Sanger says it 
com- 


pares favorably with our own census 
In that respect. 


New conditions required new meth- 


ods. 
It was found soon that the maps 


could not be relied upon. "Except in 
cities, the boundaries of the minor civil 
divisions were not always given, and 
even when they were the lines of sub- 
urban and rural wards could not be 
determined, because, as was subse- 
quently discovered, they had apparent- 
ly overlapped in some locations or were 
situated in two different municipali- 
ties, and the claims of the respective 
local authorities had not been adjust- 
ed." 
To avoid double enumeration 


each census taker was required "to 
post a printed notice on all buildings 
visited by him giving the date of his 
visit" 


One hundred and forty-two women 


•were engaged as enumerators and ren- 
dered excellent service. This is said to 
be the first time in the history of Cuba 
that women have been employed in the 
public service. Of the results shown 
by the census General Sanger presents 
many of interest. The mortgage in- 
debtedness of the island amounted to 58 
per ceat of the value of the rural real 
estate and to 79 psr cent of the city real 
estate oa the valuation on the registers 
of property made before American oc- 
cupation began. As to the population, 
in 70 districts there was a loss since 
1887; in 47 there were gains. The losses 
are confined to the four western prov- 
inces—those of Santa Clara, Matanzas, 
Havana and Pinar del Bio. In the 
eastern provinces—Santiago and Puer- 
to Principe — every district gained. 
Some districts in the western prov- 
inces gained slightly. They were those 
in whicia the reconcentrados were col- 
lected and those in which there was 
little or no reconcentration, into which 
the people had fled for refuge. The 
losses of population were where Wey- 
ler's rule was most felt 


There are 06 cities In Cuba of over 


1,000 inhabitant^ 16 have more than 
8,000 inhabitants, 5 more than 25,000 
and 1 more than 200,000. The exact 
population of Havana is placed at 235,- 
981. A very large proportion of the 
population is thus seen to be in the cit- 
ies. The center of population is in San- 
ta Clara province, SO miles southwest 
of the city of Santa CJara and 8 miles 
northeast of Cienfuegos. It baa moved 
24 miles southeast since 1887. 


The census shows that even in Cuba 


the women are more apt than the men 
to prefer round and small numbers a$ 
their ages. "In a stationary popula- 
tion 20.3 per cent of all persons be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 25 are actual- 
ly 20, but in Cuba 25 per cent of the 
males and 27.8 per cent of the females 
reported themselves as 20." The na- 
tive whites constitute 57.8 per cent of 
the population, foreign whites consti- 
tute 0 per cent, colored (including ne- 
groes aud mixed), 32 per cent while the 
Chinese made less than 1 per cent of 
the population. The foreign born ele- 
ment, as in tlie United States, congre- 
gates mostly in the cities. Nearly one- 
third of the total foreign bcrn popula- 
tion is in Havana. Eighty-three per 
cent of the population is Cub&n, 1 per 
cent claimed Spanish citizenship and 11 
per ceut had not declared their inten- 
tions when the census was taken. 


Of the inhabitants 63.0 per cent 


(1,004,884) were unable to read, 2.1 per 
cent (33,003) could read, but could not 
write; 32.7 per cent (514,340) could 
•write, but had no superior education, 
and 1.2 per cent had superior educa- 
tion, 19,153 In number. The tables of 
occupations will open the eyes of those 
who imagine that all Cubans either 
produce sugar or tobacco or make ci- 
gars. There are 89 actors and 18 ac- 
tresses on the island. Twenty-nine of 
the actors are colored. There are 162 
architects, 8 of them colored, and 241 
artists; 283 clergymen, 4 of them col- 
ored; 245 journalists, 17 being colored; 
15 piano makers and 255 watchmakers. 
TUiee of the Journalists could neither 
read nor write. 


The census very properly and wisely 


did not cover so many fields of inquiry 
as here, but confined itself to matters 
of population, agriculture and educa- 
tion. It is really a model piece of work 
and shows again how excellent our mil- 
itary Ifncers are In civil positions.

DWARF CHERRY TREEb. 


Count Ca»t?llane Start* a Hew Fad 


For Paria Dinner Parties. 


Count Boni de Castellane's prodigali- 


ty Is responsible for luxury's latest fad, 
says a London dispatch to the New 
York Sun. He paid $4 each (or the ear- 
liest cherries in the Paris market this 
year. 
They vrere served not on the 


stems merely, but upon the original 
tree, the guests plucking them as they 
•were passed about the table. Now no 
dinner party in Paris or London Is real- 
ly "smart" unless dwarf fruit trees are 
used for ornament and dessert, A hot- 
house fruit grower who Is trying vainly 
to supply the demand thus describes 
the process of production and its re- 
sult: 


"The cherry tree is the favorite, and 


as it comes to the table it is from 4 to 5 
years old and not above three feet high, 
with compact foliage clipped Into odd 
shapes and all agleam with big, red, 
ripe cherries. It is a charming table 
ornament, and the fruit is delightful to 
the taste. These tiny trees are put 
Into large pots and forced in a hot- 
house. 
When the blossoms drop off, 


the tiny fruit is carefully counted and 
the greater part snipped off, so that no 
more than 100 cherries are allowed to 
develop. The result Is immense and 
most delicious fruit. 


"Every day trees are taken Into the. 


hothouse, so as to have a constant sup- 
ply of fruit in midwinter. We arrange 
it so that at Christmas one tree will be 
loaded with ripe fruit while another is 
In blossom. And, by the way, a cherry 
tree which is just one big ball of fra- 
grant blossom when snow is on the 
ground is almost overpowering in its 
spring loveliness. 


"Willie cherries are the favorite forc- 


ed fruit, yet there is some demand for 
red apples, pears and peaches. 
The 


trees are treated ill the same way, and 
only a small quantity of fruit is allow- 
ed to mature, the result is highly col- 
ored fruit of tlie greatest size and the 
highest quality."

A "Charity organization - society of 


the ctiy of North Adams," was form- 
ed last evening, at a meeting called for 
the purpose in the parlors of the Eao- 
tist church. 


This was 
the culmination of 
the 


movement started some time ago by 
the Northern Berkshire ministerial as- 
sociation for the intstitution of some 
form of organized charity work in the 
city. The organization was completed 
last evening, and Rev. W. L. Tenney 
was elected president, with Miss Mary 
R. Cady secretary and treasurer. An- 
other meeting will be held next Friday 
evening, at which time the executive 
committee will be chosen. 


The attendance last evening was not 


as large as was hoped, there being be- 
tween 30 and 40 present. It was a 
representative gathering, however, the 
pastors of four of the churches beine 
present, with members from others, 
and a number who are not connected 
with any of the churches, but who are 
interested in the work. There was no 
debate on the desirability of such an" 
organization. The matter had been so 
well discussed that there v.-as no ques- 
tion in the minds of those present as 
to its need, and the few words that 
were spoken by Mr. Tenney and City 
Almoner Ingraham strengthened this 
belief. 


The meeting was called to order by 


Rev. J. H. Spencer, in the absence of 
Rev. J. A. Hamilton, chairman of the 
committee which prepared the consti- 
tution. Rev. W. L, Tenney was elect- 
ed temporary chairman, and W. S. Ball 
temporary secretary. 


On taking the chair, Mr. Tenney 


spoke briefly of the beginning of the 
movement, 
of 
the 
meeting 
In 


city 
hall 
at 
which 
the com- 


mittee on constitution was appointed, 
and some of thelncidents which were 
there spoken of as illustrating the need 
of such a society. Th« fact was em- 
phasized that it was not so much the 
giving of more money that Is needed, 
as a united direction of the efforts that 
are now made In the city to relieve 
the needs of the poor, so that all mav 
be reached and that none may Impose 
on theorganizations which now share 
In this work. 


Mr. Tenney then read the provisional 


constitution which had been drawn 
up by the committee, and it was dis- 
c-f!-sd section by sectiojl a number of 
changes being made. 


Most important was the change af- 


fecting the proportionate representa- 
tion on the executive committee. The 
original draft provided that the pas- 
tors and two lay representatives of 
each church, with three others not rep- 
resenting any church, should with tha 
officers, compose the committee. There 
was a long debate on this point, some 
holding that this did not give those 
outsi-de the churches sufficient repre- 
sentation, and some holding- that th.s 
was a proper proportion. Ths sectif.r; 
was finally amended, so that 
each 


church will be represented by its pas- 
tor and one lay delegate, and that 
there shall be three from outside the 
churches. 


Another change that was made was 


in regard to the membership. For the 
purpose of making the organization's 
vote represent those who had a <-cal in- 
terest in the work, it was voted to have 
annual dues of 25 cents, although it is 
not the intention to attempt to raise 
money for relief work, and the dues 
are not in any sense for this purpose. 


On the point which is mentioned in 


the constitution, of avoiding the over- 
lapping of charity under the present 
systemless system, some interestins 
points were brought out. Mr. Ingra- 
ham said that he knew of several cases 
in which the same person was helped 
from different sources. Rev. J. A. Ham 
ilton spoke of Instances which he had 
known where the same 
family 
sent 


members to different churches, in or- 
der to secure aid from each. 
Some 


families had In this way become '"'pro- 
fessionals" in this sense. Mrs. Greeley 
of the rescue mission said that she 
did not believe that any of the families 
which got double aid In this way trot 
too much, but she knew of eases where 
it was done. She thought one of the 
gr°nt m'^sions of the so^^ty wotilfl 
1o help those who were wil ing'to 
but who couldn't find employment. 


The constitution was finally adopted 


as given below. 


It was voted that all those present 


should be made members for the pur- 
pose of electing the first board of of- 
ficers. Rev. J. A. Hamilton nominated 
Rev. W. L. Tenney for president, and 
although the latter expressed his wish 
that some other person might be chos- 
en, he was elected. Miss Mary R. Cady 
was elected secretary and treasurer, it 
having been thought best to combine 
the offices. 


It was decided to postpone the selec- 


tion of an executive committee until 
the next meeting, in order that the 
members from the churches and tho 
members from outside be chosen to- 
gether. All of the churches will be ex- 
pected to choose their lay delegates in 
time for this meeting, so that all may 
be chosen at the same time. »The meet- 
ing adjourned to meet at T-SD'hext Fri- 
day evening in the Baptist parlors. The 
constitution as adopted is as follows: 


ARTICLE I.—Name.. 


This organization shall be known as 


the "Charity Organization Society of 
the City of North Adams." 


ARTTC1E II.—Objects. 


1. To bring Into more effective and 


harmonious co-operation 
with 
each 


other and with the City Almoner the 
different churches, fraternal asencie 
and Individuals In the city, and thu 
check the evils of the over-lapolng 
of relief. 


2. To Investigate thoroughly 
and 


•without ', charges, the cases of noed 
which are referred to the society for 
Inquiry, and to give to those havln* a 
legitimate Interest In euch caeen re- 
ports of tho results of such Investi- 
gation. 


3. To see that 8,11 CTUtss deacrvlns 


help are referred to the suitable »sren- 


:les for granting such help, to provld* 
rlendly visitors who shall personally 
attend cases needing counsel and help, 
and to secure the cooperation of the 
>ublic In procuring work for the un- 
fortunate who are able to be wholly 
or partially self-supporting. 


4. The aim shall be to give "Not 


alms but a friend," and thus encourage 
thrift, 
independence 
and 
Industry 


through friendly advice, sympathy and 
cooperation, helping the poor to help 
themselves and preventing the child- 
ren of "today from becoming the pau- 
pers of the future. 


ARTICLE III.—Membership. 


1. This society shall be composed of 


any persons who are in sympathy with 
the objects of the society, who shall 
be enrolled upon its register. 


2. The secretary shall enroll anv such 


person upon the payment of a mem- 
bership fee of 25 cents. 


3. The conditions of active member- 


ship in this society shall ,b^e the pay- 
ment of an annual fee of 25 cents,which 
shall be iaid on or before the annual 
meeting. 


ARTICLE IV.—Officers. 


1. The officers' of the society 
shall 


consist of a President, the Pastors of 
the various churches who shall be ex- 
offlcio Vice-Presidenlts, a Secretary and 
Treasurer. With the exception of the 
Vice-Presidents, they shall be elected 
bv ballot. 


2. The Executive Committee shall 
:onsist of the officers 
and a repre- 


sentative 
nominated 
from 
each 


church 
In 
such 
a 
manner 
as 


the church shall decide, and elected at 
the annual meeting of the society the 
first Thursday in October. Three mem- 
bers may also be elected at the annlua.1 
meeting who have no connection with 
any church or congregation, on 
t"he 


ground of their interest in the work of 
the society. All officers shall remain! in 
office for a year and any vacancies 
may be filled by the Executive Com- 
mittee. 


ARTICLE V.—Superintendent, 


The Executive Committee shall, at 


the beginning of each year elect a 
superintendent, who shall perform such 
duties as the Committee may direct 
and report at each meetirfe the con- 
dition of the society's work. 
ARTICLE VI.—Executive Committee. 


The Executive Committee, shall be 


subject at aj.1 times to the regulation 
and direction of the society, shall have 
oversight of the collection and expen- 
diture of necessary funds anld of the 
appointment of such committees and 
friendly visitors as they may deem es- 
sential to the efficient working of the 
society. They shall meet once in two 
weeks, shall keep themselves informed 
as t'o all the methods and details of the 
relief work of the society. They shall 
make such recommerJdations to the so- 
ciety at its annual and special meet- 
ings as shall seem t'o them advisable. 


ARTICLE VII.—Auditor. 


An Auditor shall be elected at the 


annual meeting to audit the accounts 
of the Treasurer. 


ARTICLE VIII.—Amendments. 


This Constitution may be tittered or 


amended at any meeting by a. two- 
thirds vote 'of the members present and 
voting, providing a two weeks' nbtice

SHORT ON 
PROFESSIONAL MEN 


Fewer in This City Than in Many Cities 


•f State 


The labor bulletin of the state for 


NoverrA-er, issued today, contains a 
number of acts of interest in regard 
co the proportionate number of men 
engaged in the three professions of 
law, 
medicine and religion. Some of 


the figures as they relate to this sec. 
tiooi are of Interest. 


The proportions are based on the 


state census of 1895, and this city, with 
an enumerated 21 peojle in religion as 
a, business, 14 in law and 37 in medi- 
cine, has one person in religious occu. 
oations for each 911 of population, one 
in law for each 1367, and one in medi. 
cine for each 517. For the county, the 
proportion is one in religious ocucna. 
tions for each 571, one in law for each 
1269, and one in medicine for each 4S2, 


By this It will be seen that North 


Adams has a smaller proportion of 
men in these three professions than the 
county as a whole. 


Pittsfield has one person in relisiousl 


work for every 787 of nopulation, one 
lawer for every 787, and cno doctor for 
every 311. 
' It seems, therefore, that we of North 
\dams are much more poorly equipped 
with ministers, lawyers and doctors 
than is the county seat. Whether this 
has anything to do with the ccnwara- 
tive growth in size of population, is 
not the ejuestion.
